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WHY NOT THE WEST? 


It is gratifying to read despatches 
from Ottawa stating that plans have been 
laid and perfected for the inauguration of 
an aerial mail throughout Eastern Canada 
and that within a short time planes will 
be bringing mail as far west as Ottawa. 

There can be no doubt that transporta- 

| tion of the “express’’ classes of freight 
(and that includes mail) by airplane, has 
come to stay. Those countries and those 
districts who lag in adopting the newest 
and quickest method of what might be 
called physical communication will be the 
losers. 

In view of this, it is a pity that the 
authorities responsible have not seen fit 
to include western and northern Canada 
in the program of air mail lines. The dis- 
tricts referred to are no longer to be ve- 
garded as pioneer countries, unable to 
support modern facilities of transporta- 
tion and communication, and are, in addi- 
tion, ideally adapted for air lines. It is, 
in fact, the withholding of these facilities 
that prevents progress. The post office 
department would be well advised to speed 
up its plan of extending the aerial mail 
through the prairies, ‘some time next 
year,” as the despatches say, and to put 
the west on a basis of reasonable equal- 
ity with the east. 


GOVERNOR SMITH 


By tackling the prohibition question 
fairly and squarely, Governor Alfred E. 
Smith, the Democratic nominee for the 
presidency of the United States, has 
shown afresh that courage is one of his 
main qualities. 

He has also assured the American peo- 
ple of a presidential election full of “color”. 
In no part of the world could the question 
of prohibition be debated without creat- 
ing high feelings by partisans of both 
sides, and in no place less so than the Re- 
public to the South. 

Canadians with strong national ten- 
dencies who believe that this country is 
too strongly influenced by U. S. propa- 
ganda in the form of popular magazines 
and films will be glad to read in Governor 
Smith’s speech of acceptance that he ad- 
vocates the Canadian system of liquor 
contro! by the United States. “Liquor b\ 
the people, of the people and for the peo- 
ple” is a slogan that can be read into the 
Governor's radio address. 

Speaking of the liquor question in gen- 
eral, the Democratic nominee says :— 

a our Canadian neighbors have 


lem hy the method of sale made by the 
State itself and not by private indivi- 
duals.” 


He finally dismisses the question by 
reiterating his firm stand against the re- 
turn of the saloon. 

Whether or not former Secretary 
Hoover accepts the challenge, a gauntlet 
has been thrown down and that very act 
is likely to precipitate afresh a storm of 
protest. 
| With the religious angle of Governor 
Smith's nomination also likely to protrude 
its sharp end into the argument, the 
United States, it seems, is in for one of the 
liveliest presidential years it has enjoyed 
for a long time.

loss in forgetting. You lose most tn

loss after a day or after a week. 

The fact about skating or swim- 
|ming 1s that you expected more loss 
through disuse than you find, You 
forget so little more after a year than 
after a month, and the year seems 
|so much longer, that you were misled 
linto believing that you acquired 
| something, as though {it were interest 
}in the bank of the subconscious. The 
true statement is that there isn’t as 
much discount through disuse as you 
expected. 

The next point is in the technique 
of effort. Children, being emotionally 
| sensitive, are easily discouraged and 
}upset by failure. The directions for 
| teaching boys how to spin a rope in 
|cowboy fashion contain two im- 
| portant points, just as applicable te 
|much other learning. First, “Take {t 
| easy": second, “Don't get ‘mad’ or 
| jose your patience.” Rope-spinning ts 
| attractive; it would be fun to do it. 
| But putting clothes away neatly is a 
|dull procedure. Hence it must be 
| worked into a habit-system differ- 
}ently. You have somehow to arouse 
| interest in it as a desirable procedure. 

I know that what the “Kinder- 
gartner” has in mind ts a different 
and more personel habit-field, the 
little habits of submission and falling 
}into routine that schools, however 
informal, must require. In such 
| habits you meet with resistance, and 
resistance is the central difficulty in 
habit formation. If instead of resist- 
ance, you meet with support, your 
course will go smoothly; the teacher's 
art les in avoiding resistance. 

Resistance is set up by the habits 
already formed, by natural tendencies 
and up by the strong desire for self- 
direction. So the easiest, most 
natural, most satisfying way of doing 
things is the one that becomes 
habitual, gets the right of way, and 
the problem is to replace it by a more 
|desirab’e habit. In teaching the 
| vio"in, some instructors insist on the

the start; others are content with a 
nearly right position and improving

Zeus was the god of victory. He wa 
worshipped particularly by al) ath 
letes, and a huge statue of him pre- 

dominated the hill at Olympus 
Olympic Games also _ stimulater 
local and national patriotism and 
helped to form a bond of union for 
the Grecian states. During — th 
games, Olympia was a centre of the 
eT of all Greece 


The Meaning of Olympia 

In Greek chronology, O'’ympia 
|means a period of four years and the 
name was used as a method of da'- 
ing for literary purposes, although 
it ‘was never really adopted for com- 
mon use. The games, held every four 
years, took place in the late sumiacr 
the earliest date on which they could 
fall was August 6th, the latest Sep- 
tember 29th, according to the ar 
rangement of the early Greek calen- 
dar 

Sports were unorganized until afte 
the seventh century, B.C. we are told 
until enthusiasm was aroused and the 
people became interested; then the 
rues for various events were devised 
Competitors came from all the lands 
nearby, although an early ruling wes 
made that only Hellenes could take 
part. The Pythian, Isthmian end the 
Nemean Games were established tn 
various states in Greece and the cus- 
tom was continued every four years. 

History tells us that running fs the 
oldest form of sport, the most prim- 
itive kind of race being that in which 
the competitors ran from one point 
to another, to a given point and back, 
or a race around a circult in an en- 
closure 

How Races Were Run
